The school board herewith submit a partial report for 
the past year. 

There was a law passed at the last session of the legis- 
lature that the fiscal year of the town and special school 
district, beginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 
31, 1918, and thereafter the fiscal and the scholastic shall 
end August 3lst annually. 

We have maintained five schools of thirty-two weeks 
each during the past year. The progress of our schools 
has been good, owing to the faithfulness of both teachers 
and pupils. We have furnished our schools with new 
wall maps, drinking jars, and also changed some of the 
text-books. Each school has been visited by a member 
of the school board once a month, and we feel that more 
time should be spent in the work. New arithmetics are 
very much needed. 

The truant officer’s report shows the number of chil- 
dren of school age: 68 boys, 55 girls. 

We wish to thank the parents, teachers and pupils for 
the interest they have taken to help make our schools a 
success.
